OBSERVATIONS: 

THE ABOVE OFFICERS, ALONG WITH FIELD SERGEANTS McCALL, #118 
AND PATTON #114, UNDER THE SUPERVISION OF SECURITY DIRECTOR 
SEYLER, RESPONDED TO 7095 HOLLYWOOD BLVD THE LA BREA PLAZA 
REGARDING A COMPLAINT CALL FROM A BUSINESS OWNER AT THE 
PROPERTY, REGARDING AN ONGOING TRANSIENT PROBLEM. 


UPON ARRIVAL AT THE PROPERTY, | (SERGEANT PATTON) OBSERVED 
THE DEFENDANT STANDING IN THE NORTH/EAST SECTION OF THE 
PROPERTY. | DROVE MY VEHICLE ONTO THE PROPERTY PARKING LOT 
AND PARKED. AS, | ABPPROACHED THE DEFENDANT HE QUICKLY 
WALKED TO THE NORTH-EAST CORNER OF HOLLYWOOD BLVD AND LA 
BREA AVENUE AND STOOD FACING ME. 


* THE DEFENDANT WAS ADVISED THIS MORNING AT 0730 
HOURS NOT TO RETURN TO THE PROPERTY OR HE WOULD 
ARRESTED FOR TRESPASSING* 


AS, | CONVERSED WITH THE DEFENDANT, OFFICERS COOGLE AND TESH 
APPROACHED THE DEFENDANT FROM THE EAST. THE DEFENDANT SAW 
THE OFFICERS AND RAN INTO ONCOMING WEST BOUND TRAFFIC ON 
HOLLYWOOD BLVD. CAUSING SEVERAL VEHICLES TO BRAKE TO AVOID 
HITTING HIM. 


ALL THE OFFICERS STOPPED THEIR MOVEMENTS AND WATCHED AS 
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THE DEFENDANT STOOD IN THE STREET, AS SEVERAL VEHICLE 
TRAVELING WEST AND EAST BOUND HOLLYWOOD BLVD BLEW THEIR 
HORNS AT THE DEFENDANT. 


THE DEFENDANT WALKED TO THE SOUTH/EAST CORNER OF 
HOLLYWOOD BLVD AND LA BREA AVENUE AND CONTINUED TO STARE 
AT THE OFFICERS WHO WERE STANDING ON THE NORTH/EAST CORNER 
OF HOLLYWOOD BLVD AND LA BREA AVENUE. 


OFFICERS STERLING AND ISLAS ASSIGNED TO FOOT-BEAT 1 PARKED 
THEIR VEHICLE SOUTH OF THE DEFENDANTS LOCATION. THEY 
APPROACHED THE DEFENDANT FROM THE NORTH. OFFICER STERLING 
GRABBED THE DEFENDANT AROUND THE UPPER TORSO TO PREVENT 
HIM FROM RUNNING. THE DEFENDANT BROKE AWAY AT WHICH TIME 
OFFICER ISLAS GRABBED THE DEFENDANT TORSO AND WITH THE 
ASSISTANCE OF OFFICER STERLING, TOOK THE DEFENDANT TO THE 
GROUND. 


ONCE ON THE GROUND OFFICERS COOGLE AND TESH SECURED THE 
DEFENDANTS ARMS AND ATTEMPTED TO HANDCUFF HIM. THE 
DEFENDANT RESISTED BY TWISTING HIS BODY FROM SIDE TO SIDE AND 
ATTEMPTED TO GET UP. 


ONCE THE HANDCUFFS WERE APPLIED, THE DEFENDANT CONTINUED 
RESISTING AND IT WAS NECESSARY TO APPLY A HOBBLE RESTRAINT 
BELT TO THE DEFENDANTS LEGS TO PREVENT HIM FROM KICKING AT 
THE OFFICERS. AS THE HOBBLE BELT WAS APPLIED THE DEFENDANT 
STARTED MAKING GRUNTS AND GROANS. 


LAPD OFFICERS AYALA #36527 AND HILL #38576, ASSIGNED TO 
6FB12, ARRIVED AND TOOK CONTROL OF THE DEFENDANT. THE LAPD 
OFFICERS WERE ADVISED OF THE ONGOING PSYCHOTICALLY 
PROBLEMS OF THE DEFENDANTS AND THE URGENT NEED FORA 
MENTAL OBSERVATION. 


THE DEFENDANT WAS ARRESTED FOR TRESPASSING AND 
TRANSPORTED TO THE LAPD HOLLYWOOD STATION FOR BOOKING BY 
LAPD OFFICERS HILL AND AYALA. 


AT THE HOLLYWOOD STATION, WE WERE ADVISED BY LAPD, 
THAT THE DEFENDANT FLED FROM CUSTODY...SEVERAL LAPD 
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OFFICERS WENT IN FOOT PURSUIT. THE DEFENDANT WAS 
CAPTURED SEVERAL BLOCKS AWAY FROM THE HOLLYWOOD 
STATION.
